How Garfield Organized the Great 
Political Hippodrome.

The Meeting at Mentor and the Way in which 
It was Worked Up—Conkling and Grant 
Brought to Garfield by Cameron—Inside 
History of the Campaign. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, August 20.—The Sun to-day con- 
tinues the story of Garfield’s campaign with rela- 
tion to the part that old Simon Cameron played 
in bringing about the treaty of Mentor.’ The 
narrative is dated Philadelphia and says: 
“While Gen. Cameron was in Indianapolis he re- 
ceived a telegram from Gen. Garfield requesting 
his presence at Mentor as soon as possible. In 
respouse to this message Cameron started for 
Mentor, 

PURPOSELY TRAVELING 
through a good partof the State of Ohio on his 
way to sound the feeling of the people. His ob- 
, servations since going West had not been cheer- 
| ling. The towns of Ohio gave little evidences that 
a campaign was in progress, and 
| less that one of their own and 
| oft-honored _ citizens was 4 candidate 
for the Presidency. The leading politicians of 
the State acknowledged the apathy, but confessed 
themselves utterly unable to remedy it. Not even 
the boss of Maine could awaken them to the fact 
that there was danger to the Republican ticket. 
As to money, that was out of the question, Few 
citizens of Ohio could be induced to subscribe 
money enough 
TO HIRE A BRASS BAND. 
Under these depressing conditions Cameron 
reached Mentor. As he alighted from his carriage 


Gen. Garfield walked out upon the porch and gave 
him a cordial greeting. Gen. Garfield at that 
moment, both by his looks, manners and expres 
sions, indicated’ that he was sorely troubied. 
Gen. Garfield led the way into the house, and 
when they were seated he turned tu Gen.Cameron 
and said: 

“What is the outlook? Are we really to be 
beaten?”’ 

“There is danger, 

BUT NOT DISASTER, 

in the air,’’ Gen. Cameron replied. 

Gen. Garfield then went on and with much feel- 
ing and great pathos portrayed to Gen. Cameron 
his hopes and his fears. He was a Senator-elect 
to the United States Senate, and if he were defeat- 
‘edfor the Presidency he would be obliged to 
take his seat in that bedy- on the 
4th of March as a Presidential candidate defeat ed 
by an assauit upon his personal character. The 
issue that had been made against him, he held, 
was an unjust one. but that, whetherit was true 
or not, if he were defeated it would be believed 
that the charges against his private character had 
been believed by the American people. After he 
had finished Gen. Cameron said: “Gen. Gar-

: THERE IS NO TROUBLE 
about your election to the Presidency. It will 
take unity of action and severe work, but it can 
be done.”’

“How?” asked the Presidential candidate eager- 


“Simply by making it apparent that you will be 
true both to poureget and to the party, that you 
will have a policy broad enough to take in every 
element of organization, and that each element 
will be recognized according to its merits and the 
power it represents in the party. Gen. Garflield’s 
reply was, that, if that was all that was necessary 
ou his part, the battle was 

ALREADY WON. 
To do all that, in its broadest scope, he 
said, was. simply his duty. Gen. Garfield 
himself frequentiy mentioned his hope that 
there woulda be unity and harmony, and was free 
in expressing a desire fora perfect and satisfac- 
tory understanding with Mr. Conkling and Gen. 
Grant. He spoke freely of the necessity of secur- 
ing their active aid to give momentum to the then 
sluggish canvass. He disclaimed any responsi- 
bility for Gov. Foster’s offensive allusion to these 
two gentlemen whiie on the way home from the 
Chicago convention, and said he was willing to 
give any reasonable assurance of his 
respect for them and _ the influences 
they een and of his intention, 
should he be elected, to give their opinions great 
weight in public affairs.

New YORK, August 20.—From all parts of the 
country comes the same complaint from the de- 
feated operators and linemen, “If the Kuights of 
Labor had done their duty we should not have 
failed. The trouble with the Knights of Labor 
was this,” said a gentleman who is prominently 
identified with one of the local assemblies. ‘The 
average working man,and I refer now even to 
the best informed men in our ranks, men who 
ought to know better, will insist upon asso- 
ciating clothes with labor. They attended the 
meetings of tne strikers, and found them to be 
a party of well-dressed young men and women 
wearing clothes such, as a rule, neither they nor 
their families wore either on Sundays or holidays.

How Washington Correspondents 
Talk About the Telegraph 
Strike. 


The Ludicrous Failure of Cleveland Experts 
Who Tried to Report the Garfield Obsequies 
—A Reserve Corps that Came in at the 
Knick of Time—Some Curious Facts. 


Special Correspondeuce of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, August 18—Probably no class 
of men hail the prospect of the telegraph opera- 
tors returning to work with greater enthusiasm 
than do the special correspondents of Washing- 
ton. They have been great sufferers by 
the change in operators. There has 
been great complaint among the business public 
that their dispatches have been ‘“bungled,’’ but 
their tribulations have been slight as compared 
with those of the Washington correspondent. 
The chagrin of the citizen whose dis- 
patch to another citizen is so mangied 
as to appear stupid or senseless, is in 
this case magnified a thousand fold—yes a hundrea 
thousand foid—for ado not the remorseless press 
and the ubiquitous newspaper carry the btundérs 
into every nook and corner and scatter them 
broadcast over the entire country, making the 
correspondent appear tobe ignorant or stupid or 
willfully malicious, asthe ease may be? More 
than that, the position of telegraph operator at 
Washington is different trom that of operator at 


any otner point, and the “plug” who can do pret- 
ty good work elsewhere is utterly worthless here. 
The chirography of persons who write for the 
ress 1S proverbially uneertain. and = un- 
ess anh operator is familiar with the news- 
paper hand it is very hard to decipher. More 
than that the class of press matter handied here 
is peculiar to itself, with characteristics that re- 
quire operators thorveughly familar with the 
events of the day, and of other days as well. A 
Iman who could understand and intelligently 
transmit a ten-word message announcing the fail- 
ure of a fond husband to catch his home train, or 
could comprehend the meaning of A three-word 
telegram announcing the arrival of a new 
baby, might cut a sorry figure with a 2.000 words 
special about a Senatorial discussion of the tariff, 
or a House wrangle over - the’ ab- 
struse international problem. To be 
a successful operator in Washington, 
a man must be familiar with the names and _ posi- 
tion,of public men, and must also be familiar with 
the news topics engaging the attention of the 
President. Often the correspondent in the rush 
of work—and the life of the successful correspond- 
ent is pretty much 
ALL RUSH-- 

may Omit a word here or there in his hurriedly 
written manuscript, and, without reading it over, 
sends it to the operator. If the sender is familiar 
with the topic discussed, he can readily supply 
the word or words by the eontext, as he can make 
out names and words not legibly writien. If he 
i$ NOt intelligent upon the subject under treat- 
ment, he makes a small omission a large blunder, 
mistakes words which are writ- 
ten for others worse, bungles 
hames in a manner positively frightful. The 
result is that the telegraph managers have learned 
the necessity of keeping their very best and most 
intelligent operators in Washingion. While the 
System which will allow a correspondent to file 
dispatches badly written and searcely intelligible 
even to an expert, may be, and probably is wrong, 
the telegraph managers accept it quietly, as the 
voluine of business here is too large to quarrel 
with, Os they meet the emergency by bringing 
their very best overators here and keeping theim 
here. The result is that when these men stop 
work it is impossible to fill their planes in a man- 
ner satisfactory to anvboy. 

“Why. there is scarcely a lineof my matter that 
is free from blunders when it reaches the paper, 
“said an experienced correspondent in speaking 
of the matter the other day. Considering that 
this correspondent by reason of his peculiar 
ehirography seldom gets more than three words 
ina line of his manuscript and sometimes but 
one, this statement me be taken with some al- 
jiowance. It. however illustrates a general fact, 
evei, if it dves not, expricitlvy state one. 
“You can't get operators to do good work here un- 
Jess they have had experience here,’ he eontin- 
ued. “I’ve seen that tried over and over again, 
not only here but at other points where the class 
of matter that we file here was being temporarily 
filed. Now take Long Branch, for instance, dur- 
ing the time that

there. At first we could get nothing off. The Jo- 
cal operators there were, of course. paralyzed with 
one man’s werk, and it was necessary to geta 
special force of operators, and instruments. and 
wires at once, Well, « lot of operators were sent 
down from New York, but biess you! they couldn't 
do anything with the matter. ‘It piled 
up on them, and what they did get 
off was terribly bungled. Well, they got more 
eg and experts too, but still they were un- 
able to get away witheit. The chirography and 
the names were too much for them. Finaily, in 
despair they sent fora lot of Washington opera- 
tors, and we were saved. At Cleveland the ex- 
perience was equally iuteresting. After Gar- 
field’s death, when it was Known that the funeral 
Was to take place at Cieveland. the company 
began to make arrangements for the work there. 
The Western men, however, did not much fancy 
the idea of the company having to send Wash- 
tngton operators there, and so they went 
to work and gatnered up alltheir best operators, 
real experts for ordinary work, and sent them to 
Cleveland to do the work and teach those Eastern 
swells a lesson. The managers quietly consented 
to this, but, at the same time sent a force of their 
Washington men to pe on hand if they were need- 
ed, for they remembered their Long Branch expe- 
rience. Weli the funeral arrived and so did the 
correspondents, and the flood of matter began to 
pour into the telegraph offices. Thousands after 
thousands of words came in. until the humber had 
reached nearly a quarter of a million. At first the 
Western experts were amused, then they begau to 
get down steadily to work. Pretty soon when they 
saw the class of matter they were to handle, as well 
as the amount, they settled down to hard work. 
Meanwhile the little band of Washington oper- 
ators, under instructions from headquarters, were 
quietly resting from their journey and awaiting 
results, The matter continued to pour in ia ali 
sorts of condition, and the operators began to 
perspire andj grow profane, and the managers to 
grow nervous. By 9 o’clock they were hopelessly 
buried, and at 10 they threw up their hands and 
acknowledged that they couldn’t do it. Then the 
Washington operators were called to the front, 
and they took hold of the matter as though it was 
priut, and the way they cleared up those tables 
was a wonder to those experts from the West. They 
may talk about blunders in commercial messages, 
and all that sort of thing, but the tact is that no 
office has felt the need of the old and expe: ienced 
men as this has. Luckily for the corres pond- 
ents this strike came in a dull time. I might say 
too, tifat it is lucky for the company, for if it had 
come in a busv time they wou'd surely have been 
forced to Surrender to the strikers. That is the 
great mistake that the operators mude. They 
chose a time when there was less business on the 
lines than at any other period of the year, and the 
result was that they made a miserable failure of a 
strike which was phenomenal in having the svin- 
pethy and moral support of nearly every class of 
community.

PASSED AWAY. 


Death of Judge Jere Black—His Last Words 
— Biographical. 


YorRK, .Pa., August 20.—Judge Jeremiah 5S. 
Black died at his homein this city at 2:10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. He commenced sinking at 
4 o'clock on Saturday afternoon, but remained 
conscious almost to the last and died peacefully. 
Although he had suffered acutely during his ill- 
ness, his iast moments were easy. The immedi- 
ate cause of death was toxoenua produced by ab- 
sorption of retained urinary constituents prior to 


the operation on Thursday. There were present 
at his becside during bis last moments Mra, Jere 
Black, Lieut.-Gov. Chauueey F. Black and wite, 
Heury Black. Mr. and Mrs. Hornsby, A. B. Far- 
quiar and Dr. Meisenheider of New York. Shortly 
before lus death Judge Black said to his wife, 
“How can I fear to cross the dark river when my 
Father waits for me on the other shore?’ and 
added, ‘Would I were as comfortable about all I 
leave behind unfinished in this world,” and then 
breathed the tollowing earnest prayer: “O, thou 
beloved and most merciful Heavenly rather, from 
whom I had my being, aud iu whom I bave ever 
trusted, if jiu be thy will, grant that my suffering 
end and that I speedily be called home to Thee,and 
oh, my Goa, bless and comfort thee. my Mary.’ 

Judge Black was born in this city on January 
10,1810. Wis father was a wel'-to-do farmer and 
was of Irish extraction, la 1342 Jere Black was 
appointed presiding judge of the Court of Com- 
mou Pieas tor the circuit in which be lived, hold- 
ing the place tor nine years, when he was elected 
to the Supreine Bench aud beeame Chief Justice 
of Peunsyivania. He was re-elected in 1854 and 
resigued in 1857 to become Attorney-General of 
the-Unitead States under President Buchanan. 
Tie last twenty years of his life were speut in the 
practice of his profession, He was oneol the 
foremost. Members of the bar of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. When in Washington 
he made his home with his daughter Mrs. 
Hornsby, at whose house he sawa great deal of 
Washiigion society. He was universally liked. 
His funeral will take place trom his late bome in 
York at 5 o’ciock on Tuesday afternoon.

“Search them,’ said the Sergeant in charge of 
the station, “and see if they’ve got razors,” 

The search was made and brought to light a red 
necktie, a bottle of cologne, a guitar string, a 
ticket for a steamboat excursion, a song-book and 
some love verses that had been wrapped up iu 
‘kiss-candies.”’ 

“You see,” the citizen remarked, pointing to the 
articles spread upon the Sergeant’s desk, *I was 
right. These men are barbers, and although toa 
stranger it might have appeared from their 
actions tbat they were engaged in a rough-and- 
tumble fight, nothing was further from their 
thoughts; they were merely indulging in a friend- 
ly argument about the Sunday law.”

Some Emphatic Replies to Gov. 
” Orittenden’s Utterances. 


The Saloon-Keepers’ Attorney Says the Gov- 
ernor has No Business to Dictate—What the 


Police Commissioners Think — Interviews 
with Messrs. Caruth, Thoman and McGin- 


Nise 


To-day a batch of Sunday cases were docketed 
in the Court of Criminal Correction, but were 
continued until September 18. Until the decision 
is given in the Lemp ease, which is set for next 
Friday, all cases docketed for hearing previous to 


that date will be continued. 

A score of new cases made yesterday were 
taken from tbe lists by the police this marae. 
but will not be presented to the Assistant Circuit 
Attorney for several vr as the issue is rather 
at a standstill, and it will not expedite business 
to any extent to issue the warrants now. 

Gov. Crittenden has been interviewed again, 
and insists that the law shail be carried out.

Crittenden says I have illy advised my clients to 
try a costly experiment be says what he has no 
right to say, and I furthermore say that in the 
interview published he transcends his authority 
and it simply amounts to an attempt to intimidate 
and bulldoze the Court.” 

MR. CARUTH INTERVIEWED. 

‘*What do you think of the Governor’s latest ut- 
terances on the Sunday law business?” a reporter 
of the Post-DIsPATCH asked Police Coimmission- 
er Dave Caruth, after colliding with him on Maina 
street this morning. 

“What should I think of them?” returned the 
boss conservator of the public peace. 

“Did you read what he said?” 

“T did.” 

“Did you absorb the full significance of the 
statement that if the Sunday law had been en- 
forced properly there would have been no 
trouble?” 

“T did.” 

“Well?” 

“The Sunday lawis being enforced, isn’t it?” 
said the hardware hero, turning questioner. “Did 
you ever see a quieter Sabbath in St. Louis than 
yesterday was. A number of saloon-keepers kept 
their places open, Dut you must remember that 
St. Louisisa big city,and there are all sorts of 
people in it. There are hundreds of people who 
resist that law because they think it is an unjust 
and oppressive one. As for the Governor, he’s all 
right. If the Governor wasa member of our 
board his views would be modified. As it is, we 
are obeying his injunctions and keeping to the 
requirements of our oath of office. The 
Governor, you must recollect, has just returned 
froma _ to the West and is not in possession 
of all the facts in the case. Some coid-water man 
may have got hold of his ear and filled it with ex- 
axgerated stavements of the situation here. but I 
am satisfied if we all sat down together and 
talked the thing over the Governor would believe 
as we do. The Governor, I say, is ali right. It is 
his duty to see that the law is entorced, and he is 
trying to have it enforced. We are doing the 
same ing... Neither we nor the Governor made 
the law. e didn’t put it on the statute books, 
and we can’t be held responsible tor it. The law 
is there and it must be entorced. That’s 
all there is tc it. I don’t see that the Police Com- 
missioners caf do any more than they have done. 
It is = as well to take this thing easily and let 
it adjustitself. If they give us time there will be 
no trouble,” 


MR. ALVIS THOMAN, 
to whom the Governor ailudes in his interview, 
said to the reporter, lifting both hands and push- 
ing him off: “I have nothing to say whatever.” 

“What, nothing?” 

“Not—a—thing. I have no opinion on what the 
Governor says.” 

Mr. Thoman has evidently come tothe concin- 
sion that talking for publication is not the best 
business in the world. He says he has been mis- 
represented. Other saloon-keepers are willing to 
say that the Governor has gone cut of his way to 
persecute them, and they mutter significantly as 
they refer to Gov. Crittenden’s late politica) as- 

irations and the way they will crush him when

MR. HIRZEL TALKS. 

Mr. Rudolph Hirzel, one of the attorneys of the 
Saloon-Keepers’ Protective Association was asked 
bis opinion of the Governor’s remarks. 

“I think,” said he, “they are entirely unealled 
for. The Governor has a perfect right to advise 
the Police Commissioners what to do, but he has 
ho business to dictate toa court what it shall do.” 

“Do you consider he has doue that ”” 

“I do, provided, of course, he is correctly re- 
ported. He says ‘acourt would not dare decide 
against the Downing law,’ or words to that effect. 
Now, Gov. Crittenden has no right to say such a 
thing as that, for it is practically intimi- 
dating the court, These Sunday law cases 
are on trial, Very good. While they are on trial 
it is not the proper thing for an executive to pre- 
judge them. There is a_ difference of 
opinion on the application of that law. { 
fur one, believe the Sunday closing part of it is 
invalidated by another law, and I would not go to 
work and advise a lot of men to take a step I did 
not think they would succeed in.” 

“But dia not the Supreme Court declare the law 
constitutiof~ial?”’ 

“The y question before the Supreme Court 
was whether the Downing law was applicable to 
tbe city of St. Louis as well as to the State. The 
Supreme Court decided thatit was. The point 
we raise is an altogether different one. 

“Whatis the Ambs case the Governor refers

“That concerns the constitutionality of the 
Sunday law of 1845, It was decided that 
the law was constitutional, and that 
a man could be restrained from selling liquors on 
Sunday even though he had alicense to sell 
liquors. That proposition of the Governor’s we 
do not dispute.”’ 

“But you do dispute the right of the Governor 
to say that the court will not dare, ete.?”’ 

“IL do. The Governor is wrong in that.” 

*Do you think his declaration will influence the 
court?’ 

“Well, Judge Noonan is a good man, and

The contract for making the CxCavations for 
the Expusition and Music Hall at what Will soon 
have passed into history as Missouri Park has 
been awarded to Thomas Rogers ato cents per 
yard. There are about 42.000 yards in th work, 
and the contact sill call for about $25.500. The 
executive committee of the board held a meeting 
this morning and another this afiernoon, anga 
meeting of the full board of directors is called for 
this evening.

It is emphatieaily de- 
nied that there is any disposiiion on the part of 
the company to punish the stsikers by refusing

A GOOD SHOWING. 

Towards the end of last summer and in the 
first fall months when there was a great deal 
of croaking about the falling off in our ex- 
ports, and about the prospect of a great bal- 
ance of trade against us, the Post-DisPATCH 
repeatedly contended that the conditions 
at home and abroad were such as to insure 
the heaviest export trade we ever 6n- 
joyed. 

It is now announced from Washington 
that the forthcoming report of our foreign 
exchanges for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1883, will show. that the value of the mer- 
chandise we exported during the year was 
$823,805,819, an increase of $73,263,562 over 
the preceding year: The value of imports 
of merchandise was $723,122,666, a decrease 
$1,529,908 as compared with the preceding 
year. Here we have a balance of $100,683,153 
in our favor as courpared with a balance of 
only $25,902,683 in our favor the preceding 
year. 

Never before has the value of our exports 
or the entire volume of our foreign trade 
reached such dimensions. There was a de- 
crease of $2,103,151 in the value of corn and 
meal exports, a decrease of $14,819,805, in the 
value of meat and dairy products expprted, a 
decrease of $6,319,698 in value of petroleum 
exported, as compared with the preceding 
year; but the increase in value of cotton ex- 
ported was $47,513,977, and the increase in 
value of wheat and flour was $25,399,057, 
The Post-DIsPATCH claimed nearly a year 
ago that the increased export of these two 
staples would more than make up for the 
falling off in all other merchandise exports. 


HIGHLY DISVOURTEOUS. 

It is with sorrow of the most poignant 
character that we learn that an English 
publication, Vanity Fair, has been making 
a brutal assault upon the giddy American 
tourists who go abroad every year and leave 
something like two millions of American 
dollars in the hands of needy European land- 
lords, shop-keepers and other people who 
minister to the pleasures and vanities of the 
human race. The Cockney organ says that 
our representatives are, as a rule, ill-dressed, 
ill-mannered, ill-voiced; that they dress in 
bad taste and talk in worse; that they are 
generally uncouth, saucy, irreverent and 
without decent breeding. There is a goodly 
share of truth in this, but it must be remem- 
bered that this country has suffered a good 
deal from English tourists of bad manners. 
A lot of them came over here in 1775-6, and 
we were absolutely compelled to chastise 
them in order to get rid of them. Later on, 
in 1815, General PACKENHAM brought an 
excursion party to New Orleans, and our 
people had to turn out and actually shoot 
the visitors before ‘they could be made to 
understand that they were not wanted here. 
Even pow we are very much afflicted with 
British gawks, who annoy railroad officials, 
kill our buffalo, and mangle the language 
which we received from the English King 
some years ago in good condition. The cloth- 
ing of the British tourist is very offensive to 
us. His canes, and umbrellas and hat-boxes 
are a nuisance. His habit of damning our 
blarsted country is most exasperating to us. 
Upon the whole we think the English 
traveler is more of a nuisance than the 
American parvenu who rams around Eu- 
rope on a Cook’s ticket, and unless the 
language of Vanity Fair is apologized for 
at once we will make it very unpleasant for 
Chief Justice COLERIDGE when he gets over 
here next week. 


THE GOVERNOR’S THREAT. 

A State Administration which permits fla- 
grant violations of law and evasions of taxes 
by great corporations, and even acts as their 
agent in engaging knaves, for great rewards, 
to remove obnoxious men, generally tries to 
earnits pay by extra-officiousness against 
feebler law-breakers and extra zeal in more 
questionable cases. But Gov. CRITTENDEN 
8 rendering a little tuo much extra service for 
a moderate salary, when he sets up as both 
prosecutor and Supreme Judge in all Sunday 
Jaw cases, and proclaims it a crime for citi- 
zens to appeal to the courts fur what they 
believe to be their legal rights. 

If he thinks he can win back the favor of 
the temperance agitators by making a hobby 
of closing St. Louis beer gardens on Sunday, 
we submit that he should try to do so with 
out presuming to dictate what the decisions 
of the courts shall be in all pending cases 
under the Sunday law, without prematurely 
impeaching the fidelity of officers as faithful 
as himself, and without threatening citizens 
with malicious prosecution and imprison- 
ment for simply holding meetings and agree- 
ing that the courts can protect them from the 
Governor’s sudden change of politica! tactics. 
Having himself interviewed by a Globe- 
Democrat reporter the other day, he took 
occasion to denounce as nullifiers and crim- 
inal conspirators all saloon-keevers who be- 
lieve that they are still under the protection 
of the law of 1857. He holds that all the 
questions involved have been settled by the 
Supreme Court, and he threatens to send hig 
Attorney-General here to prosecute and ime 
prison as conspirators all who dare look to 
the courts for a different adjudication ot 
such questions. ’

it surely cannot be a very heinous crime on 
the part of the citizen to take measures for 
obtaining further judicial light on the sub- 
ject.

URIT- 
TENDEN, during two years and a half of his 
administration, has, like all of his predeces- 
sors in office, quietly and without a word of 
protest or objection, acquiesced in the open- 
ing of the saloons on Sunday, and never has 
hitherto allowed any one to be punished for 
it under that law, the saloon-keepers natu- 
rally listen to the lawyers who tel] them 
that it is not the Jaw but the Governor only 
that has turned against them. And when he 
now declares that officers whodo not press 
the battle for the closing of the saloons on 
Sunday should be ‘“‘branded as cowards and 
traitors to their sworn obligations” he is 
simply branding himself as a coward and a 
traitor to his sworn obligations during two 
years and a half of his administration. 

lf Gov. CRITTENDEN could get rid of his 
Lovis XIV. idea that he is the State, his 
mouth would not fly open so often and so 
awkwardly. This whole matter is now in 
the hands of the courts, and he has no 


further official connection with it until he is-} 


called on to enforee their decisions or to 
nullify them with his pardoning power.

The First Cards on Record—Those Used by 
the Hindeos and Chinese— French and 
Spanish Playing Tablets—A Pope’s Game 
of Bluff—The Low Origin of Whist. 


A Post-Dispatcu -reporter who took such a 
Myvely interest in a game of cards Saturday after- 
noon that he lost his week’s salary on three 
queens and a pair ef kings, devoted his Sabbath 
to learning something more about the deceptive 
pasteboards, anc without attempting to go’ back 
to the days of Caius Caleguia or the Emperor 
Claudius, here presents the reader with a few 
novel facts concerning the history of playing 
cards. 


They are first mentioned in European history in 
the annals of Proyence of the year 1361; but a MS, 
discovered a quarter of a century azo, proves 
that they were Kuown tweniy years before. An 
edict probibiting their use was issued by John J, 
ot Castile, in 1387. In 1404 the Eagiish pariiament 
forbade their importation, and It is probable they 
were Introduced vot. ariier than 1400, as Chaucer 
makes Ho mention of them. 

THE PACK 
consisted at Various tines of thirty-six cards, 
forty-cight among the Ge mins, who omitted the 
ace, and the Spaniaids, who had no ten spots; 

Court-eards were originally 
Kuown as cout-cards, from the fuet that the figures 
were dressed or coated, in coutradistinction to the 
other devices, which were flowers or abimals. —Llo

have cause to regret having done so.” With these 
words he took a tablet and drew on it a figure of a 
radiant sun with the name of Jesus indicated in 
the center by tne monegram I. H. 8, The card- 
painter followed the saifit’s advice, and so numer- 
ous were the purchasers of this production of re- 
formed art that he soon became rich, 

In 1462 John Capistran, a disciple of St. Ber- 
nardin, preached for three bours at Nuremberg, 
the headquarters then of the card manufacture, 
— luxury and gaming. So great was the ex- 

tement of the populace that, at the close of the 
sermon, there was brought into the market place 
and burned 76 Bop eye sledges, 3,640 backgam- 
mon beards, 40.000 dice aud innumerable cards. 

In 1509 Thomas Murer, a Franciscan, taking 
advantage ot the universal love of cards, pub- 
lished an exposition of jogic in the shape of a 
pack ef cards. These logic cards had such suc- 
cess that in 1618 he published an introduction to 
the civil law in the same torm. Lt is impossible 
at this time to explain either of these treatises, 

In 1651 Baptist Pendieton published 

: “SCIENTALL CARDS,” 
in which he aimed to convey a thorough know!l- 
osee of grammar by the use of a pack of cards 
~ akey to the puzzie, These were followed at 
tervals by geogruphical and heraldic cards, and 
fens the “scientail card” system seems to 
ave acquired universal favor, for in 1679 there 
were published cards displaying the iniquities of 
all Popish plots against the security of En- 
gland: historical, rhetorical and satirical cards ip 
great variety; and finally. to cap the climax, in 
1692 was iuvented and published the game of 
carving at table accurately and easily taught tn a 
k of filty-two neatly executed pasteboaras. 
n these cards, the suit of hearts is occupied by 
flesh; that of diamonds by fowl: clubs by fish, 
and spades by baked meats. The king of 
preaides over a sirloin of beef; the King of dia- 
monds over a tg he of clubs over a pickled 
herring, and the king of spades over a venison 
pastry.

BASHAW’S BOOM. 


A North Missouri Politician Discusses Gu- 
bern .torial Candidates. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Augusf{ 20.—There must be 
something in tne air that murmurs through the 


treesin the capitol park that acts as a political 
stimulus or inspiration, for no sooner does the av- 
erage citizen remove bis duster and wash the cob- 
webs from his throat upon his arrival, than le is 
ready to make Presidents, Governors, ¢te. Your 
correspondent met Judge J. Ly. Werden of Mo- 
we yesterday evening just as he had seated him- 
self in front of the City Hotel to enjoy bis after-sup- 
per cigar, andfound him notenly an agreeable, 
well-posted gentleman, but willing to express 
himeelf freely upon polstoal te ics. The Judgeisa 
brother of Rear Admiral Werden, and was 
for many years one of the leading Democrats of 
Indiaua. He is now recognized as a power in 
North Missouri politics, and especially in the 
Second Conzressional District. He resides at 
Moberly, where he owns the gas works. To your 
correspondent’s question as to his choice for 
President, Judge Werdenreplied: ‘1 am for 
Tilden, and | believe that the old ticket, Tilden 
and Hendricks, is the strongest that can be nom- 
inated. Ithink 1 speak the sentiments of four- 
fifths of the Democrats in my section of the State 
inthis.

We 
would be satisfied with McDonald or Morrison or 
any other good man. McDonald is an excellent 
man aud would make a good President.

Success is everything to the Demo- 
cratic party now. For that reason, I am for Ran- 
dall jor Speaker.

A wide-awake newspaper reporter sees and 
hears a great. deal in this enterprising and wicked 
world of ours that would never see the light of 
day were it not for subsequent events which 
makes publication necessary. Te illustrate: A 
Gazetie reporter was passing by the open door vf 
Woodson, Green & Burne’s office Friday evening 
when he chanced to catch a few earnest 
and decidedly emphatic sentences spoken in a 
female’s voice. The reporter stopped, heard stil 
more, got deeply interested, and seeing a number 
of gentlemen in the room intently listening to the 
conversation concluded ft was a free-for-all and 
walked in and seated himself, without even $80 
much as causing the speaker to look up, She 
was then delivering a piece of her mind in a tone 
of bitterness wilich eut like a two-edged sword, 
and showed that she excelled in the use of vitu- 
peration’and powerful invective.

The Good Fortune of a Murderer and 
Suicide’s Widow. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 


A strange romance of low life—one that 
‘would have delighted the heart of Dickens - 
having woven in its plot the absorbing ele- 
ments of love, suicide, murder, desertion 
and the final triumph of the good over the 
bad, has just come to lightin this city. The 
persons concered tiave already acquired no- 
toriety in one shape or another, through the 
medium of the public prints. Last Saturday 
there came to Philadelphia from Denver, 
Col., Mrs. Cody, a sister of Secretary of the 
Interior Teller, a venerable lady with white 
hair. Mrs. Cody’s mission was to find the 
wife of acertain John. Scanion, the son of 
David Scanlon, who last year in Den- 
ver, leaving a property valued at $25,000, 
The only clew which Ahe lady possessed as 
to their identity was/that Scanlon had mur- 
dered his wother andaiterward killed hiin- 
self while awaiting trial. oSearch was made 
through the records of the court without re- 
vealinu the name of Scanlon. Mrs. Cody 
went to the County Jail, where she learned 
thataman named Davidson had murdered 
his mother and afterward, in June, 1882, 
killed himself while awaiting his triai. 
was none other than Scanion. 
David Scanion was vorn in this country, and 
thirty-six years ago Went to County Donegal, 
Lreland, where be married a pretty lass with 
blooming cheeks. ‘The happy couple sailed 
for this counuy .during the honeymoon. 
Reaching New York, they stopped at a cheap 
boarding house. <A short time after landing, 
Seanion deserted his young wifeand leit 
New York. He had no settled trade or oc- 
cupation, but took to peddling suspenders 
aid like articles, aud, little by little, in his 
wanderings drifted West, halting in the 
cities by the way, and finaliy settiing ln 
Denver. 

THE PEDDLER BECOMES RICH. 

Here he flourished, by dint of sirict econ- 
omy and constant application to business, 
and acquired a suug fortune. After Scanlon 
deserted his wife she came to Phiiadelphia& 
likewise turned to peddling smail wares,and, 
after waiting for years for news from her 
husband, cuncluded that he was dead and 
marrieda man named Davidson. Davidson 
in his turn was a peddler and alter bis death 
his Wiie took charge of the little buslvess 
which he ieft. John Seanion, the son of her 
tiist husband, born alter le ueserted ler, 
grew up to be a simple, half-witted lad. He 
drank heavily and worked only when cou- 
pelied todo so. He married some years ago 
a young woman in his own statiou in life 
aud lived happily with old Mrs. Scanlon, or 
Davidson, as she was now called. Although 
John’s right name was Scanion be got the 
name of Davidson and went by it until his 
death. Hegrew quar: e)some and frequently 
beat his aged mother, his wife and his two 
children, buth boys. Jotn solid peanuts and 
buckstered when not off on a spree. The old 
woman bore a reputation for industry and 
sobriety, 

MRS. DAVIDSON MURDERD. 

On the 4in day of May, 1882, tue elder folks 
and the cuiidren were living huddled to- 
gether in a miserably turnished attic, at No. 
718 Swanson street. Young Scanivun had 
been drinking heavily in tue morning and 
the veighbors heard him quarreling with his 
mother. He went home tw dinner and then 
out again tor more whisky. He was in an un- 
usuaily ugly fraine of miud when he returned 
to the garret shortly befure dark.

SLAVERY IN MOROCCO. 


The Trade in Human Flesh and Blood 
Vigorousiy Prosecuted. 


From the Lendon News, 

Dispatches on the state of the slave trade 
and slavery in Morocco have been laid be- 
fore parliament. Writing to SirJ. Drum- 
mond Hav on the 24 of July, Lord Gran- 
ville says: * “The reports on slavery in 
Moroeceo forwarded by you with vour dis- 
patches of the lst of May and of the 16th of 
June show that this evil exists in a form and 
toan extent which it is painful to learn. 
Though the reports differ as to the treat- 
ment which slaves receive at the hands of 
their masters, they show that men, Women 
and children are hawked about through the 
streets of many of the towns and sold by 
auction; that they may be resold on the 
death or Lankrupicy of their owners; that 
there is no security against the separation of 
wives from husbands or of children from par- 
ents; that crueitv is not infrequent, and 
that the only remedy for this for which an 
ill-used slave can hope, who can noi obtain 
his freedom, isa chauge of master. Nv se- 
eurity is provided for the chastity of women 
nor for tneir rescue from degradation. Many 
instances, perhaps the majority of cases, 
might be appealed to in which slaves 
are kindly treated and _ well cared 
for, but the fact cannot be gainsaid that the 
system of slavery exists in the empire, with 
some of its most revoltinz features. Her 
inajesty’s governinent have noground for in- 
terterence founded on conventions, nor d» 
they wish to make protests in individual 
cases; but they would, in the interest of hu- 
manity, make an earnest apveal to the Em- 
peror, and ask him to consider whetier the 
time has not come when he would be ready 
to place himself on a level with other civil- 
ized rulers by taking steps to abolish slavery 
in his dowinions. They are aware of the 
dificulties which.the government of the Em- 
peror may meet in dealing with a long-estab- 
lished custom, but that difficnlty has been 
found not to be insuperable by other Mo- 
hbainmedan sovereigns. His majesty might 
be assured that any step taken by him in 
this direction would be welcowed not only In 
this country, but in the civilized world, 
whereas the position of bis state, as the only 
territory bordering ou the Mediterranean in 
which no effort is made to combat this evil; 
must become daily more intolerable in the 
eyes of all nations, whatever may be their 
religious creeu. have to instruct you to 
make a strong representation to the Moorish 
government in this sense, aud to lose nv op- 
portunity of renewing your effort whenever 
a favorable opportunity may offer.

The Value of Cinchona Trees. 


through Central America in search of the 
best sites. He states that the rapid increase 
in the number of uses to which cinchona 
bark is put, not only for the manufacture of 
quinine and as an ingredient in the substi- 
tute for hops, but also for various commer- 
cial purposes, has led President Barrios to 
try this experiment. It may be remembered 
that the cinchona tree was introduced into 
India in 1879 by Mr. Clements Markham, C. 
, at the instance of the British Govern- 
ment, and the culture was so profitable that 
not only has the originai investment of £150,- 
been paid, but the trees have been valued 
at £1,000,000, 
The cinchona tree requires a_tropical 
climate and a plentiful rainfall. While it 
would nut grow in the United States, it could 
be cultivated with great advantage in Mexi 
co, though it requires careful supervision. 
It is hoped at least a portion of the vast 
amount of soil in Central America not now 
under cultivation may be utilized in this 
way. Aplanter who has devoted much at- 
tention to both the cinchona and the coffee 
tree considers that both would grow well on 
the volcanic soil of Mexico ata certain alti- 
tude, ‘I'he latest system for getting the 
cinchona bark to the best advantage is by 
means of asucker; when it has developed 
strength, cutting down the parent stem so as 
to strip it of the bark, the full nourishment 
is directed into the sucker, which iu due time 
is sacrificed to another sucker. Guatewala 
and Mexico are both expected shortiy tw en- 
gage in cinchona culture to a large extent.

A HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 


Reasons Why the Bodies of Yellow Fe 
ver Victims Should be Burned, 
From the St. James Gazette. 

One of the most horrible discoveries of mod- 
ern science is surely that of Dr. Domingo 
Freire of Rio de Janeiro. ‘That city has 
been seriously afflicted with yellow fever, 
and Dr. Freire, in his inquiries into the 
causes of the epidemic, came upon the dread- 
ful fact that the soil of the cemeteries in 
which the victims of the outbreak were 
buried was positively alive with microbian 
organisms exactly identical with those found 
in the vomitings, blood, ete., of those who 
bad died in the hospitai of yellow fever. 
From a foot under ground he gathered a sam- 
ple of the earth overlying the remains of a 
yerson Who had been buried about a year 

‘fore, and though it showed nothing re- 
markable in appearance or sinell, it was 
found under the microscope to be thickly 
charged with these abowinabie disease gerins. 
Many of the organisms Were inaking spouta- 
neous movements, In fact, therefore. the 
Cemeteries are sO many nurseries of yellow 
fever; for every year the rain washes the 
soil and the fever seed with which it is so 
ciosely sown into the water courses and 
distributes them over the towno and neigh- 
borhood, 

Says the Doctor: “If each corpse is the 
bearer of millions of willions of organisms 
that are specifics of ill, imagine what a 
cemetery must be in which new foci are 
forming around each body. In the silence 
of deatu these worlds of organisim-.,invisible 
to the unassisted eye, are laburing incessant- 
iy and unperceived to fil! more graves with 
more bodies destined for their food and for 
the fatal perpetuation of their species.” 
How terribly fatal these organisms are, in- 
deed, way be understood from the fact that 
the blood of a yellow fever patient injected 
intoarabbit killed the animalin an bour: 
that the rabbit’s bloed injected iuto a guinea 
pig killed it, and that the guinea pig’s bivod 
foteetbal into anotber rabbit kilied it also, so 
that. the chain of destruction way apparently 
be endless, for each victim, on post-mortem 
examination, was found to have all its biood 
swarming with malignant gerios. Surely the 
cremation of ali yellow fever corvses be- 
comes, in the light of Dr. Freire’s discovery, 
a pubiic necessity.

Board Causes Trouble. 


Under the head “Is there a ring?” the Post- 
DISPATCH published last Thursday an interview 
with Mr. Quinn, a whitener on Chestnut street, in 
which that gentieman stated that it was impos- 
sible for him to get a contract for whitening any 
of the schools from the Building Committee of the 
School Board. He said that when the,contracts 
were being let he went to the architect of the 
Schoo! Board, Mr. Wilhelmj, and asked to be per- 
mitted to bid. Mr. Wilhelmj said he couid not 
receive a bid from him unless he came recom- 
mended by the member of the School 


Board im nis district. Mr. Quinn said he 
then went to John W. O’Connell, the member from 
his district, for a recommenaation, and that Mr. 
©’Connell refused to give him one, saying that he 
was too late, that four contractors had already 
been selected to do the work. Mr. Quinn again 
went to the architect, argued the matter with him 
to no effect, then returned to Mr, O’Connell, askea 
him why such a rule should be adopted, and was 
toid that it didn’t make auy difference, the rule 
had been adopted and that was an end toit. This 
morning a complaint similar to Quinn’s was 
made to a _ reporter for this 

Mr. Koight, of the firm 

& Swift, whiteners, at 811 Chestnut street, who 
said: ‘We wanted to obtain some work from the 
building Committee and after inquiry heard that 
we must first obtain recommendations from two 
members of the Board, We therefore procured 
one from Mr. Scudder and one from Mr. Goerlich, 
but when we presented these even we were not 
allowed to bid, and were scratched off the list.
